On the 18th of last month, ator we hadire- 
péatedly called attention to the matter, an 
ordinance-was passed by the Health Board 
to the following effect: “Nostreet railtond-_ 
car shall have cushioned seats or backs; care. 
‘ahall’ be washed ‘and cleansed every days 
neither straw nor hay ‘shall be used on the 
flooring of street-cars; soiled clothing or 
bedding, either in bundles or baskets, shall. 
not be carried by-cars, except upon the front 
platform ; every car shall be. supplied with: 
specified ventilators.” Three . weeks have 
passed since the foregoing appeared in all 
the daily journals of. the City, but. strange 
though it seems, there bas not yet been the 
shghtest attempt made at enforsement. 
The.cars of the Avenue B, or “Belt line,’ 
are still as dirty and as poorly ventilated as 
they have been ‘all the Winter and Spring. 
The cars ofthe Green’ line,” running 
between “tlie” Grand and Thirty-fousth- 
street Ferries, ‘have fully half an 
inch: < of acountulated filth upon the 

seate and” backs. The Houston-street 
cross-town cars are in about the same condi- 
tion as those: ‘of the “Green. line.”
